there being no allowable generic or linking claim. Applicant timely traversed the 
restriction (election) requirement in the reply filed on 11/12/07 and interview of 1/9/08. 

Species election to n = 1 & R13 as CF3 was confirmed in response of 4/23/08. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

Claims 1-12, 23, 24, 28 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated 
SOLL etal 7262214 

See (l-A) the instant compound elected, and l-B, fipronil, both as topical formulations; 
spot on and pour on (column 9, bottom) combined with amitraz (column 6, lines 34-36) 
as antiparasiticides. Acceptable carriers, with crystallization inhibitors, include the 
solvents DGME and ethanol and PVP and polyoxyethylenated sorbitan esters (column 
9, and column 26, lines 48-50) and at 1-20%. Water is mentioned (column 7, top) at 1- 
4% (column 26, lines 26-27) as are antioxidants (column 26, lines 62-65). Surfactants 
are the claim 8 instant, described at column 27, lines 1-35. 
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The declaration of 4/23/08 is not sufficient to overcome the standing rejection under 35 
USC 102( e); the inventive entity is not the same in the patent as in the current 
application.
